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AMERICA REFUSES 
T0 CLOSE HARBORS 


TO ALL SUBMARINES 


U-Boats' Will Be Given 
Treatment Which Is Their 
Due as Warships, Entente 


Allies Are Informed. 
——— 


SHARP REPLY IS MADE 
TO IMPLIED WA RNING 


Negligent Power Will Be 
Held Responsible for Fail- 
ure to Distinguish Betyeen 
Belligerent and Neutral 
Submarines. 


Washington, October 10.—Submarines 
of belligerent powers visiting Ameri- 
can waters will be accorded the treat- 
ment which is their due a's warships 
under international law. 

This fact has been made known to the 
entente allied powers by the state de- 
partment at Washington in answer to 
an identic memorandum from Great 
Britain, France, Russia and Japan ask- 
ing that submarines of every character 
be prevented from availing themselves 
of the u'se of neutral waters, and that 
such vessels entering neutral harbors 
be interned. 

To a seemingly implied warning in 
the entente allied note that American 
submarines might be mistaken by allied 
warships for enemy submarines, should 
they navigate waters visited by bellig- 
erent submarines, the state department 
announces that responsibility for the 
failure of a warship to distinguish be- 
tween submarines of neutral and Del- 
ligerent neutrality ‘‘must rest entirely 
upon the negligent power.” 

May Claim Damages. 

The claim of the allies that subma- 
rines are outlaws, as the note cabled 
last night from London shows, brought 
up the question of whether the Ameri- 
can government may be sued for dam- 
ages resulting from the call of the Ger- 
man submarine U-§3 at Newport be- 
fore she started on her spectacular raid 
against commerce. The allies may take 
the position that Newport was made 
the base for operations which officials 
estimate already have caused at least 
$6,000,000 damage to allied shipping and 
trade. This government, however, 
holds that a warship has a right to 
enter a neutral harbor and that the 
U-53 in no way attempted to make 


Newport a base. 
Text of Memorandum. 

The text of the American memoran- 
dum, repiyfig to that of the allied gov- 
ernments regarding treatment of bel- 
ligerent submarines in neutral ports is 
as follows: 

“The government of the United States 
has received the identical memoranda 
of the governments of France, Great 
writain, Russia and Japan in which neu- 
tral governments are exhorted ‘to take 
efficacious measures tending to prevent 
belligerent submarines, regardless of 
their use, to avail themseives of neutral 
waters, roadsteads and harbors. These 
governments point out the facility pos- 
sessed by such crafts to avoid super- 
vision or surveillance or determination 
of their national character and their 
power ‘to do injyry that is inherent tn 
their very nature,’ as well as the ‘ad- 
ditional facilities’ afforded by having 
at their disposal places where they can 
rest and replenish their supplies. 

“Apparently on these grounds the al- 
lied governments hold that ‘submarine 
vessels must be excluded from the ben- 
efit of the rules heretofore accepted 
under international law regarding the 
admission and sojourn of war and mer- 
chant vessels in neutral waters, road- 
steads or harbors: any submarine of a 
belligerent that once enters a neutral 
harbor must be held there,’ and there- 
fore the allied governments ‘warn neu- 
tral powers of the great danger to neu- 
tral submarines attending the naviga- 
tion of waters visited by the subma-.- 
rines of belligerents. ”’ 

Surprised by Stand. 


“In reply the government of the Unit- 
ed States must express its surprise that 
there appears to be an endeavor of the 
allied powers to determine the rules of 
action governing what they regard as 
a ‘novel situation’ in respect to.the 
use of submarines in time of war, and 
to enforce acceptance of that rule, at 
least in part, by warning neutral pow- 
ers of the great danger to their sub-

Bichloride Was Taken 
When Wife Was Cross, 
Now He Wants fo! Live 


First Marital Woes of Child 

Couple—Bride’s Devotion 
in Danger Causes Thrash- 
er to See Something to 
Live For. 


‘T’ll never say an unkind word to 
my darling hubby as long as he lives,” 
said Mrs. H. W. Thrasher, aged 17, of 
256-B Courtland street, Tuesday morn- 
ing, when informed that her husband, 
aged 19, an elevator operator in the 
Healey building, had attempted suicide 
by taking bichloride of mercury poison. 

“And he said he tried to kill himself 
and didn’t want to live any longer be- 
cause I had ‘fussed’ with him,” she 
cried. “My God, I'll never fuss with 
him again—not as long a's I live. He’s 
such a little darling, too—I never 
dreamed he loved me that much and 
felt so hurt when I was cross with 
him. That is what wives’ get for 
‘fussing’ with their husbands.” 

Thrasher told the doctors at Grady 
hospital that he didn’t want to live 
when they first found him about 10 
o’clock Tuesday mfrning in a vacant 
lot at the corner of Ridge avenue and 
South Pryor street. He said his wife 
had been cross with him. 

Later in the day, when:his pretty lit- 
tle wife told him how sorry she was 
for their little domestic infelicity, and 
promised to pet and love and speak 
kindly to him all the balance of her 
life, a tear or 'so rolled down his cheek, 
as he pressed her to his breast and told 
her he was sorry, and glad the doctors 
had saved his life, so he could be hers 
forever. 

Thrasher say's he will be well shortly 
and return to his little home, where he 
expects to be happy and contented. 

Maybe he will. The doctors can never 
tell positively what bichloride of mer- 
cury will do unti] after several days.

ALONG COAST OFS 


Officials Point Out That 
Government Protested to 
England Against Allied 
Patrol Outside Three-Mile 
Limit. 


WILSON AND LANSING 
DISCUSS SITUATION 


No Grounds for Drastic Ac- 
tion Disclosed—Arrival of 
Gerard and Meeting With 
Secretary Lansing Arouses 
Interest. 


Long Branch, N. J., October 10.— 


President Wilson and Secretary of 
State Lansing discussed in detail at 
Shadow Lawn tonight German sub- 
marine attecks on merchantmen Sun- 
day off the New England coast. The 
conference lasted until late tonight 
and will be continued tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

It was indicated by officials today 
that. facts so far collected through 
government agencies have disclosed no 
grounds fcr drastic action by the 
United States government because of 
the attacks themselves. No evidence 
has been found that international law 
was violated by the German submarine 
or submarines. It was understood, 
however, that the president and Secre- 
tary Lansing discussed the wisdom of 
pointing ou. to Germany the inadvisa- 
bility of operating her submarines in 
close proximity to the territorial wa- 
ters of the United States. 

Administration officials took the po- 
sition that the transferring of sub- 
marine warfare so close to America’s 
shores was fraught with grave danger 
because of the possibility of mistakes 
being made by submarine command- 
ers. Reports that strong sentiment 
exists in Germany for the resumption 
of submarine warfare on a broader 
scale caused some alarm among offi- 
cials. 

Lansing Meets Gerard. 

The announcement of Counsellor 
Polk, of the state department in 
Washingtor today, that the United 
States will refuse to accept the con- 
tention of the entente allies that neu- 
trals should deny the use of their har- 
bors to all submarines, preceded the 
arrival of Secretary Lansing here. The 
president and the. secretary of state 
went over this point in connection with 
the discussion of the entire issue. 

The arrivdl of James W. Gerard, 
American ambassador to Berlin, in 
New York shortly before Mr. Lansing 
left that city for Shadow Lawn, added 
interest to the meeting between the 
president and Mr. Lansing because of 
the fact that the secretary saw Mr. 
Gerard at luncheon in New York. 

In discussions of the submarine at- 
tacks Sunday officials here referred 
to diplomatic correspondence between 
the United States and Great Britain 
beginning in 1914, in which the Ameri- 
can government protested against the 
patrolling of the American coast out- 
side the 3-mile limit by the warships. 
This was pointed to as providing a 
precedent for protesting against the 
proximity of German submarines to the 
American coast. 

In the correspondence with Great 
Britain the United States took the po- 
sition that it always had maintained 
that patrolling by belligerent cruisers 
in “close proximity’ to ports of the 
United States was inconsistent with 
the treatment to be expected from the 
vessels of a friendly power in time 
of war. Great Britain did not admit 
the legal correctness of the position 
of the United States, but promised *o 
do everything possible to avoid an- 
noying American shipping. While no 
formal announcement was made, it 
was considered probable the United 
States would take a position with re- 
gard to German submarine operations 
Similar to that assumed in connection 
With the warships’ coast patroMing. 

Still Collecting Evidence. 

There was absolutely no indication 
that the president and Secretary Lans- 
ing had any ground for thinking Ger- 
many had violated its promises not to 
attack merchantmen without warning 
and without providing for the satety 
of the passengers and crews. It was 
stated, however, that evidence was still 
being collected and that no final de- 
cision on this point had been reached. 

Secretary Lansing came to Long 
Branch at 5 o’clock this afternoon on 
the same train with Mrs. Wilson and 
Miss Helen Woodrow Bones, the presi- 
dent’s cousin, who spent the day &hop- 
ping in New York. President Wilson 
was at the station to meet them. It 
was the first time he and Secretary 
Lansing had seen each other since the 
president left Washington early in Sep- 
tember. They went immediately: to 
Shadow Lawn. 

There was no discussion of the sub- 
marine question until 8 o’clock tonight 
when dinner was finished. Then the 
president and Secretary Lansing went 
into the entire question in detail. It 
was said at Shadow Lawn they would 
‘confer until so late. there was no pos- 
sibility of an announcement tonight. 
Secretary Lansing expects to return to 
Washington tomorrow. 

Politics in Germany. 

International politics in Germany in 
connection with submarine warfare, on 
which Ambassador Gerard is reported 
to have brought information from Ber- 
lin, caused much discussion among of- 
ficials here today. It was stated on 
the highest authority here a few days 
ago, however, that the American gov- 
ernment has been hearing reports for 
months that Germany was preparing to 
violate its promises, regarding subma- 
rine warfare, but that it Would take 
no official notice of such reports unless 


they were borne out by actions. 
Shortly before Secretary Lansing ar-

PASSENGERS SAFETY 
I) VITAL QUESTION 
UF SUBMARINE RAID 


No Serious Issue With 
Germany Unless It Is 
Shown Lives of Persons in 
Attacked Vessels 
Not Safeguarded. 


REPORTS WILL BE MADE 
BY U. S. NAVAL OFFICERS 


Presence of American De- 
stroyers Would Not Les- 
sen Responsibility of the 
German Commander—Al- 
lied Embassies Silent. 


Washington, October 10.—Final deci- 
sion on the policy of the United States 
toward the U-boat raid off the Now 
England coast has narrowed down, in 
the view of officials here, to a cons:d- 
eration of whether proper provision was 
made for the safety of the persons 
taken from the attacked vessels and left 
at sea in small boats. 

Although without definite informa- 
tion as to the attitude which will be 
taken by President Wilson, with whom 
the ,decision rests, high official circles 
are convinced that only direct evidence 
of insufficient steps to protect life 
will develop a diplomatic issue over 
the incident between the United States 
and Germany. A statement of the 
facts has been requested from the 
American naval officers at Newport. 

While the president and Secretary 
Lansing were in conference at Long 
Branch today on the new aspects of 
submarine warfare the state depart- 
ment disclosed that the United States 
would not accede to a contention of 
the entente allies that all belligerent 
submarines, whether war craft like 
the U-53 or merchantmen like the 
Deutschland should be denied access to 
neutral waters and neutral ports. 

Reply Is Dispatched, 

Acting Secretary Polk announced 
that a reply to the allies’ memorandum 
on the subject, declining to be bound 
by the suggested restrictions laid 
down by the allied governments al- 
ready had been dispatched. 

Reports on the measures taken for 
care of persons on the ship sunk off 
Nantucket will be made as soon as pos- 
sible by Rear Admiral Knight, com- 
mandant of the navy yard at Newport, 
and Rear Admiral Gleavés, in personal 
command of the destroyer flotilla 
which picked up 220 persons turned 
adrift, together with statements from 
the destroyer commanders giving the 
personal opinions of these officers as 
to ‘whether the question of safety was 
adequately met by the German com- 
mander. Affidavits from masters of 
the sunken ships also will be sent. 

On these reports, many officials be- 
lieve, depends the policy of the govern- 
ment. If they convince the president 
that Germany’s pledges have not been 
complied with, the whole sudmarine 
controversy, officials ‘expect, will be 
thrown open again: The conference to- 
rday between the president and Secre- 
tary Lansing was called, it is under- 
stood here, to consider this possibility, 

Elements of Danger. 

Tt is contended in some. quarters that 
under the best conditions there are 
elements of danger in placing passen- 
gers in open boats fifty miles from 
shore. At the same time attention is 
called to the fact that the point of 
the raid off Nantucket lay squarely on 
the track of all incoming and outgoing 
steamers, any one of which might have 
afforded rescue. The presence of the 
American destroyers, officials agree, 
should not have been considered by the 
German commander and would not 
lessen his responsibility. 

The allied embassies today contin- 
ued their policy of absolute silence. 
No comment was made on the state 
department’s announcemént that this 
government had refused to accede to 
the allled contention regarding sub- 
marines in neutral waters. Every in- 
dication was that orders of secrecy

FREIGHTER’S CREW 
S STILL MISSING 


Nothing Seen of Men Who 
Abandoned Kingstonian. 


Probably Picked Up by | 


Vessel Bound East. 


Newport, R. I. October 10.—The 
search for the crew of the Kingston- 
ian, one of the vessels reported tor- 
pedoed by a German submarine off 
Nantucket last Sunday, was abandoned 
tonight and the twelve torpedo boat 
destroyers that have been engaged in 
this work were ordered tod return to 
port. lIor the last 48 hours they have 
conducted their search systematically 
within the zone of the submarine’s op- 
erations, and it is believed that any 
small boat drifting with a shipwrecked 
crew would have been sighted. 

There is strong belief among ship- 
ping men that some merchantman

if the rescuing steamer were equipped 
with wireless apparatus, the fact that 
she had the Kingstonian’s crew on 
board might not be reported, it is 
pointed out, as her commander might 
fear to run the risk of disclosing his 
position to a German submarine. 
Saw Vessel Torpedoed. 

~The Kingstonian was last seen by 
the officers and crew of the Strath- 
dene, one of the ships destroyed by 
the German U-boat. According to the 
report of Captain Wilson, of § the 
Strathdene, he and hig crew witnessed 
the torpedoing of the Kingstontan after 
they had abandoned their own vessel, 
but he did not sight any of the Kings- 
tonian’s boats. 

A report said to have come by wire- 
less today told of the finding by one 
of the destroyers of an overturned 


lifeboat belonging to the Kingstonian. | 


Naval officers here, however, denied 
the story. 

The announcement that Captain 
Math L. Grotness, of the Norwegian 
tank steamer Christien Knudsen, re- 
ported to the owners of his ship in 
New York today that he saw three 
submarines, aroused much interest 
among officers of the destroyer flo- 
tilla. The captain was quoted as gay- 
ing that while standing on the deck 
of the l'-boat which attacked his ves- 
sel he saw two othér submarines in 
the distance. 

One U-Boat, Knight Believes. 

Rear <A iral Knight said tonight 
that notwithstanding the report of 
Captain Grotness he still believes that 
only one submarine, the U-53, was en- 
gaged in the operations off Nantucket. 
None of the destroyer officers saw 
more than one U-boat, the admiral 
said, although all the destroyers were 
very close to some of the ships that 
were torpedoed. : 

All the captains of the ships whose 
crews were brought to this port, in- 
cluding Captain Grotness, were ques- 
tioned by the authorities Monday, and 
none of them reported at that time 
having seen more than one submapine.

“The following statement is placed at 
the disposal of the press for publica- 
tion: In the house of commons on 
June 27 last, the secretary of state for 
the home department stated that atten- 
tion had been drawn to an alleged tele- 
gram relating to the Jutland battie 
which appeared in certain American 
newspapers as having been sent from 
London by the correspondent of the In- 
ternational News Service. No such 
message was included in any telegram 
sent from this country. 

“The home secretary referred on the 
same occasion to previous cases in 
which messages which purported to be 
from the London correspondent of the 
International News Service bore no 
likeness to the cablegram actually dis-

On both sides of Brasso (Kronstadt), 
the statement adds, the troops of the 
central powers are pressing the Ru- 
manians, who have lost twenty-five 
cannon in this sector in the course of 
the last three. days.

In 
addition, we have captured two loco- 
motives and more than 800 wagons, 
most of them loaded with provisions.

In this respect, he said, he would’ 
follow closely the policies of the 
outgoing cabinet. 

“What will be 
toward China?” 
asked. 

“As the ministry was organized 
only yesterday, I have not discuss- 
ed China with my associates,” he 
replied. “However, speaking gen- 
erally, Japan’s ambition is to have” 
China benefit, like Japan, from the 
fruits of world civilization and 
world progress. The Japanese and 
Chinese people have sprung from 
the same stock. Our future destiny 
is a common destiny that is histor- 
ically involved.” 

Though he was unable to dwell 
on a detailed program, the pre- 
mier continued, he could affirm 
that America’s interests in China 
would be harmed in no wise by 
Japan, which had no intention of 
violating China’s sovereignty or 
preventing interested nations from 
having equal opportunities. 

“People talk of closing the door,” 
he said. “That is a complete non 
possumus. 

“So long as Japan’s vital interests 
and dignity are not infringed, Jap- 
an will take no aggressive step 
against any nation, especially 
America.” 

“Will the Japanese alliance with 
Russia be the basis of policy in the 
Orient?” he was asked. 

WILL FOSTER AMITY 
WITH AMERICA. 

“Japan, .true to her obligations, 
naturally will be bound in her fu- 
ture policies by her alliance with 
Great Britain and Russia,” he re- 
sponded, “but that does not imply 
disregard of fostering amity with 
others, notably America, whose 
friendship and co-operation we 
have every reason to cherish. The 
empire faces a situation which de- 
mands strenuous and unified ex- 
ertions to secure reforms of the na- 
tional life, to nourish the strength 
of her resources and to place the 
nation on an unshakable_ founda- 
tion of secure and lasting peace 
in the Far East. Our supreme ef- 
forts abroad should be to main- 
tain faith with foreign powers and 
to be strictly fair and _ upright. 
Japan’s progress as a world power 
is inevitable, must be marked with 
prudence and caution, especially in 
the period of world crisis.” 

The premier said he saw no like- 
lihood of more active participation 
in the war by Japan. He ridi- 
culed suspicions that Japan had dé 
signs in regard to the Philippines, 
saying that if any power were to 
be there he was glad it should be 
America, 

Concerning the contention that 
the cabinet was reactionary, and 
that its creation was opposed to the 
rights of the people, the premier 
said, with military brevity: “My 
appointment is in exact accordance 
with the provisions of the Japan- 
ese constitution.”’ 

“Not revolutionary, not aggres- 
sive, not militaristic, but construc- 
tive—that is my program,” declared 
the premier in conclusion.

.*New York, October 10.—Prior to the 


‘departure this afternoon of Secretary 
; Lansing for Long Branch to see Pres- 


ident Wilson, Mr. Lansing and Am- 
bassador Gerard had a conference with 
Colonel House. 

Secretary Lansing, James W. Gerard, 
ambassador to Germany, and Count 
von Bernstorff, German ambassador to 
the United States, all were in New 
York today and the two ambassadors 
were registered at the same hotel. Sec- 
retary Lansing stopped at a hotel a 
block or two distant. 

The secretary said earlier in the 
day in answer to questions as to 
whether he would confer with either 
ambassador; “I have no appointments 
today.” 

No Word About Peace. 

Mr. Gerard, upon his arrival here to- 
day, declined either to affirm or deny 
published reports that he was return- 
United States on a peace 
mission on behalf of the emperor of 
Germany. 

Mr. Gerard's attention was called to 
a story which appeared this morning 
in The World to the effect that his er- 
rand was to inform ,the administra- 
tion. that a renewal of submarine ac- 
tivity is being considered by Germany 
in a manner which might threaten Ger- 
man-American relations. Mr. Gerard 
after quickly glancing through this 


'story said: 


“You don’t see me quoted anywhere 
in it, do you?” 

To questions put to the ambassa- 
dor by reporters who met him at quar- 
antine he replied: 

“It is useless to question me, boys; 
I cannot say a word.” | 

“The length of my stay here is not 
yet determined, neither have I made 
any plans,” he added. “I expect to go 
to Washington, but when, I do not 
know. lam glad to be home, though.” 

The Scandinavian-American liner 
Frederik VIII., on which Mr. Gerard 
arrived, was met at quarantine by a 
municipal police boat on which was 
Mayor Mitchel’s reception committee, 
headed by Oscar Straus, chairman of 
the public service commission. Mrs. 
Gerard was presented with a large 
bouquet of American Beauty roses as 
she came aboard the patrol. She will 
&0 to Montana to visit her mother. 

Work of U. S. Women. 

Mrs. Gerard has been credited with 
taking a leading part in war relief 
in Germany. Asked as to this work 
she disclaimed any personal credit, say- 
ing that all American women in Ger- 
many have done “magnificent work.” 
Mr. Gerard said there are about 3,000 
Americans in Germany at this time, of 
whom about 700 are in Berlin. 

The mayor’s committee greeted the 
returning ambassador on the Frederik 
VIII. before‘the party went aboard the 
patrol. On the way up the harbor, 
and as the patrol came into dock, ships 
and tugs in the river greeted it with 
tooting of whistles. A reception to the 
ambassador was held in the city hall 
later. 

In the presence of the mayor’s com- 
mittee and Mrs. Gerard, Mr. Straus ex- 
pressed to the ambassador the coun- 
try’s gratitude and high appreciation 
for the ‘‘magnificent services you have 
rendered for your country in the cap- 
ital of the German empire.” 

Mr. Straus himself sketched Mr. Ger- 
ard’s services since August, 1914, and 
asserted that he had sustain the 
highest measure of American dfloma- 
cy,” and performed his duties “in a 
spirit of impartiality and neutrality 
with ability, wisdom and unfailing 
tact.’ 

Mr. Gerard in expressing 
tion of the reception, gave 
the embassy staff in Berlin.

Captain Grotness, in his repo‘t, sail 
he was overhauled by the submarine 
U-53 and ordered to stop shortiy after 
7:30 a. m., ¢wo warning shots beinz 
fired across the bows. The U boats 
then drew alongside, and Captain Grot- 


ness was instructed to come te ead 


and bring his papers, which he did. 

It was while standing on the deck 
of the U-53 that he saw, according to 
his report, the conning towers of th? 
two other submarines, about four 
miles distant. The conning towers, he 
Said, were the same type as the con- 
ning tower of the boat he was cn. The 
submarines he saw were moving in a 
northeasterly direction. 

No Oil Was Taken. 

The cargo of oil aboard the Christien 
Knudsen was consigned to London, The 
U-boat commander, however, did not 
take any of it, as has been reported, 
Captain Grotness said. The crew were 
allowed about half an hour to take to 
their boat's before the submarine open- 
ed fire on the ship with her deck gun. 
About 150 shots were fired, most of 
which hit, but, owing to her divided 
tank construction, the ship did not sink. 
Finally, the U-boat discharged a tor- 
pedo into her and she blew up. 

Another point brought out in the re- 
port of Captain Grotness was the short 
time required for the U-53 to sub- 
merge. He reported that while ‘she was 
Shelling the ship a torpedo boat de- 
stroyer came into sight. The submarine 
commander evidently thought it might 
be an enemy war vessel, for he imme- 
diately suberged, sinking out of sight 
in 30 seconds. As soon a's the destroy- 
er came close enough for the American 
flag to be recognized, he came up 
again, popping up out of the water like 
@ cork, 

Captain Gunther Mahr, master of the 
Holland-America ling steamship Bloom- 
ersdijk, one of Sunday's submarine vic- 
tims, arrived here today from Newport 
and reported to General Manager Van 
Doorn. Captain Mahr said he was al- 
lowed sufficient time to get away from 
his 'ship before she was sunk. He add- 
ed that it was his first officer who 
went to the submarine with the ship’s 
papers, and while there the officer 
identified the captain as Commander 
Rose.

COMMISSION TO BUY 
WHEAT FOR ENGLAND 


London, October 10.—The British 
government has decided to appoint a 
royal commission, with Lord Crawford 
as chairman, to take steps necessary 
to insure adequate and regular supplies 
of wheat and flour. This announce- 
ment was made today in the house of 
commons by Walter Runciman, presi- 
dent of the board of trade. Mr. Runci- 
man said it had become clear that sup- 
plying wheat for Great Britain could 
not be left to private enterprise. 

In anticipation of this action the gov- 
ernment has made a larger purchase of 
wheat in Australia. Steps have been 
taken to acquire the tonnage necessary 
to convey it to this country.

PRESIDENT'S POLICES 
ASSAILED BY HUGHES 


Not in Keeping With Demo- 
, cratic Platform, Says Re- 
publican Aspirant. 


Baltimore, October 10.—Charles E. 
Hughes, speaking in the armory here 
where Woodrow Wilson first was nom- 
inated for the presidency, tonight as- 
sailed My Wilson’s policy as president 
toward the promotion of American 
trade abroad, and replied to published 
statements of Dr. Charles W. Eliot, 
president emeritus or Harvard, indors- 
ing the president’s policy. 

“Dr. kliot pierces the heart of the 
matter,’ Mr. Hughes said, “and he finds 
that the record of the administration 
means this: ‘No intervention by force 
of arms to protect on foreign’ soil 
American commercial and manutactur- 
ing adventurers who, of their own free 
will have invested their money or risk- 
ed their lives jn foreign parts under 
alien jurisdiction.’ : 

“Think of the import of that, you 
who represent the best genius of the 
world and are thinking of using it 
abroad,” Mr. Hughes added. “Think of 
that, you, who it is suggested are to be 


Pasked to finance the chief undertakings 


of the world. Think of that, merchants, 
salesmen, tellers, clerks and dealers, 
who, in ‘serving the world’ take your 
place remote from your friends and 
safeguards, in communities where rev- 
Olutions are frequent and the only re- 
spect for your flag and the power it 
symbolizes may stand between you and 
ruin and een death.” 

Mr. Hughes read the democratic plat- 
form plank of 1912, declaring for the 
protection of American rights abroad, | 
and asked if it were “molasses to catch 
flies.” He declared that the protection 
it promised had been deliberately and 
deplorably refused. 

He quoted from a recent speech of 
the president outlining the adminis- 
tration’s ideas with respect to the de- 
velopment abroad of American enter- 
prise and asserted that it was impos- 
sible “to square the fine words now 
used with the actions” of the adminis- 
tration. 

Tonight’s address was the second of 
the day. The first was delivered at 
Hagerstown, Md., before an audience in 
the grandstand at the Interstate fair 
grounds and was devoted largely to 
a discussion of the tariff, the Adam- 
son law and what the nominee termed 
the extravagance of the present ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Hughes left at 11:30 o'clock to- 
night for points in West Virginia.

RUSS TORPEDO BOAT 
SENDS TWO GERMAN 
U-BOATS TO BOTTOM 


Christiania, Monday, October 9$.-— 
(Via London, October 10.)—A Russian 
torpedo boat yesterday sank «wo Ger- 
man submarines after the submersibdles 
had attacked the Russian wireless sta- 
tion at Sepnavolak, on the durman 
coast, according to information re- 
ceived here today from Petrograd. Sev- 
eral persons were killed by «he gun- 
fire of the submarines. 

The Murman coast is the northern 
seaboard of Kola peninsula, in the Arc- 
tic ocean. It lies west of the entrance 
to the White sea, in which is the im- 
portant Russian seaport of Archangel. 
Regarding the torpedoing by German 
submarines of Norwegian stea/ners in 
the Arctic ocean, the Norwegian min- 
ister of war said today it was impos- 
sible for German submersibles to sail 
undiscovered inside the Norwegian ter- 
ritorial line or to establish an operat- 
ing base on the Norwegian coast. 

The minister insisted the Norwegian 
government was on guard to protect 
mercantile ships, but he added that it 
was impossible to protect them in the 
open sea.

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CUTTING OUR MAIL SERVICE! 


Unless something ig done about it, and 
done right away, Atlanta is in imminent 
danger of losing one of the most valuable 
features of its present mail service—the 
early morning delivery to residence sections 
of mail arriving from the north and east. 

Through the mistaken policy of economy 
at the expense of good service, the post- 
office department at Washington has or- 
dered the removal on November 1 of one 
mail car from Southern railway train known 
as No. 35, arriving in Atlanta from New 
York at 6:05 a. m. 

The removal of this mail car between 
Danville, Va., and Atlanta, as now proposed. 
would mean, sg far as Atlanta is concerned, 
the withdrawal of facilities for working up 
this city’s mail in advance of arrival in the 
city; and the result would be a delay of 
twelve hours, or approximately that, in pre- 
paring residence mail, so that, at earliest, 
it could pot be delivered until afternoon in- 
stead of the morning as at present, and with 
the probability that it would not be deliv- 
ered until the next day, or twenty-four hours 
later! 

This is the situation as to Atlanta. Other 
cities and communities in this territory 
would suffer accordingly. [Especially on 
rural routes would there be no question of 
a delay of full twenty-four hours in the de- 
livery of this important mail. | 

It is -just another glaring instance of 
misplaced economy on the part of the post- 
oifice department—economy that means the 
curtailment of a service so important that, 
four years ago, when reductions were being 
made in car space on many other lines, this 
car Was put on because of an imperative 
need for more working and more storage 
space on the train. 

With the advent of the parcel post, and 
with the growth of business, the mails are 
heavier now than they were then; and if 
there was recognized imperative need for it 
four years ago, there is even greater need 
today. ee 

Whether Atlanta shall stand for such 


curtailment of her mail service as this is a 


question for the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce and Georgia’s senators and repre- 
sentatives, particularly those representing 
the territory affected, to answer. 

Only a little while ago a change was 
ordered by the department, throwing some 
of the work now done in the Washington 
division to the Atlanta division, that would 
have meant a saving of several thousand 
dollars. Virginia representatives and sena- 
tors got busy at once and succeeded in hold- 
ing this work in their division, regardless 
of expense. They would not stand for any 
curtailment of the service in their territory. 

The present order removing this mail 
car between Danville and Atlanta affects 
not only Atlanta and all of north Georgia, 
but the intervening territory and the section 
to the southeast of us as well. It is a situa- 
tion, therefore, with which Georgia’s entire 
congressional delegation can well afford to 
deal; and if they will take it up promptly 
they can stop it. 

Atlanta stands to suffer more than any 
other community involved. She cannot 
afford to, and must not let this order stand. 

It is a question which calls particularly 
for the prompt and energetic offices of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce! It should 
go to work upon it at once! 


THAT CUMBERLAND CROSSING. 
Chattanooga's attitude of apparent re- 
sentment at Rome and Huntsville for their 
activities in constructing a travelable road 
across the Cumberland Mountains to Nash- 
Ville, as appears from an éditorial from The 
Rome Tribune-Herald, which The Constitu- 
tion reproduces today, is a mistaken one. 
“We are aware that there have been 
sinister. influences at work to turn the 
Dixie highway from Chattanooga,’ The 
Chattanooga Times is quoted as saying. 
Not at all; but even ifthe charge were true, 
what better way is there to meet it than 
for Chattanooga herself to build a better 
road across the Cumberlands? 
The truth of the matter is, Chattanooga 


{and her associate communities on the pro- 


posed highway over the Cumberlands were 
altogether *too deliberate in going at the 
solution of the road problem presented by 
the mountain barrier. Tourists found a 
way through from Nashville, via Huntsville 
and Rome, and 90 per cent of them took it. 
This opened the eyes of the Huntsville peo 
ple, the cooperation of Rome was secured 
and plans were made for the construction 
of a good, permanent road. via that route 
across the Cumberlands. 

it wasn’t a question of trying to take 
the Dixie highway from Chattanooga or 
anybody else; it was the disclosure of an 
opportunity to which Chattanooga apparent- 
ly could not be aroused, and the Alabama 
people were prompt to take advantage of it. 

Chattanooga, more than any other south- 

ern city, is directly interested in this solu- 
tion of the Cumberland range problem. 
These tourists did not go by Huntsville be- 
cause they particularly wanted to, but be- 
cause they had to. 
é Now that actual competition is in sight, 
growing out of the opportunity which Hunts- 
ville and Rome have been quick to seize, it 
is an interesting fact that the county court 
of Hamilton county, of which Chattanooga 
is the county seat, has just authorized a 
loan of $50,000 which, with the available 
convicts and the work already done, will be 
sufficient to complete the road through 
Hamilton county, joining with Marion on 
the west. This proposition was twice turned 
down by the Hamilton county court, but 
has at last been acted upon favorably, in 
response to the urgent appeal of Judge M. 
M. Allison, president of the Dixie Highway 
association, whose wonderful work for the 
Dixie highway has given him a national 
reputation. 

Hamilton county’s action, together with 
plans previously made, will carry the road 
through Hamilton county, around the foot 
of Signal Mountain, through Marion and 
Franklin counties to the west and thus 
across the Cumberlands on the way to 
Nashville—both Marion and Franklin coun- 
ties being now at work, :and the road be- 
yond being in good condition. 

The fact that Rome and Huntsville have 
come along and propose to build a similar 
road over the Cumberlands to Nashville 
will not hurt Chattanooga or anybody else. 
In fact, it has already helped Chattanooga 
over the barriers; had it not been for that 
project possibly Chattanooga would still be 
hesitating. 

As it is, we shall have two splendid 
roads, travelable the year round, from 
Nashville to Atlanta across the Cumber- 
lands, and both will attract tourists and get 
good business. One will help the other. 
Travel between the west and south will 
grow as it is assured of better roads and 
facilities. There will be enough for all. 

What Chattanooga should do is to con- 
eratulate Huntsville and Rome heartily 
upon their valuable project, and then go to 
work and try to beat them to it with a bet- 
ter road.

AS IT SHOULD BE. 


Professor C. M. Strahan, head of the en- 
gineering department of the University of 
Georgia, and a member of the newly-created 
State Highway commission, says, in a com- 
munication to The Constitution, that there 
is no doubt as to the federal government 
making allowance for the value of the serv- 
ice of Georgia's convicts in connection with 
the good roads projects to be carried out in 
this state under the federal aid plan. 

The statement of the case by Professor 
Strahan is exactly as it should be. Some 
question was raised regarding the matter 
as the result of a statement attributed to 
E. W. James when he was here represent- 
ing the United States Good Roads bureau. 
Professor Strahan construes Mr. James’ 
statement in a manner quite contrary to 
construction which others seem to have put 
on it, declaring also that the federal act 
with reference to government aid project 
is explicit. 

Upon that subject Professor Strahan 


Says: 


Editor Constitution: I have noted two 
recent editorials indicating doubt wheth- 
er eenvict labor would be allowed on 
federal aid projects. As a matter of fact, 
the federal act is explicit, the rules and 
regulations equally so, and the state- 
ment of Mr. E. W. James perfectly clear 
in favor of such use. The only things 
necessary are: 1. Agreement in advance 
as to price allowance for convicts and 
rental allowance for equipment. 2. Care- 
ful filing of wouchers during construc- 
tion showing labor and equipment used 
and other expenditu-es made. Uncle 
Sam mever pays out money except upon 
some certificate of what has actually 
been expended by the other party. All 
vyouche@®s are subject to inspection and 
adjustment by his inspector.

It is impossible to see how any other 
construction could be put on it. It is in- 
conceivable that the United States govern- 
ment, in making its distribution of money 
for good roads purposes, would credit one 
state with cash derived from the lease of 
convicts and refuse to credit another with 
the actual labor done on the roads by the 
convicts themselves. 

Of course, the construction put upon the 
matter by Professor Strahan is the only 
reasonable one, and the only one which 
Georgia can tolerate or upon which she can 
make use of the assistance of the federal 
government. 

The real question is. whethar this is the 
understanding all around, and particularly 
among those who will have to do with the 
dispensing of the federal appropriation 
made for the purpose of assisting the states 
in good road projects. If one of the officials 
who+« have this matter directly in charge 
should take the opposite view and insist 
that the federal act did not contemplate 
recognition and credit for convict labor, it 
would involve us in a controversy which 
would mean, perhaps, some months of delay 
if not a longer period. 

That is why The Constituton has stress- 
ed the importance of having this question 
settled at once and of reaching a clear un- 
derstanding to the effect that convict labor 
put upon the roads should be accepted as an

Editor Constitution: Admittimg that all 
attempts to compel lewd women to be vir- 
tuous have notoriously failed, has not the 
time arrived for a change of policy? If in 
direct ratio to the stringency of prohibitory 
measures, the vice sought to be exterminated 
has steadily increased, does not reason sug- 
gest the necessity of resorting to other 
measures for its suppression? 

The statutes proscribing prostitution have 
been tried in all extremes, from absolute 
freedom to complete suppression, and still 
prostitution thrives in all large cities wheth- 
er or not houses are tolerated. ; 

Is it not our duty to try the effect of 
some other line of action in this city? In 
common with other cities, we have passed 
laws intended to crush out vice, and have 
made vigorous protests against its existence, 
and there our labor ended. 

It is not to be supposed that any system 
of laws will entirely eradicate the evil. His- 
tory, social arrangements and physiology 
alike forbid any such Utopian idea. But will 
not a more enlightened ‘policy do much to- 
ward diminishing it? 

A general conviction is becoming préva- 
lent that the most effectual way of dealing 
with criminals is to attempt to raise them 
above what they are, in contradistinction to 
the old-plan of sinking them lower. It is 
now freely acknowledged that the’ elevating 
instead of the depressing process is conso- 
nant both with the spirit of our democratic 
institution and humanizing policy. Even if 
American society is not yet prepared to take 
a course directly the reverse of its present 
practice, prudence. dictates the adoption of 
some medium rule by which this plague can 
be kept in check without being encouraged 
or allowed, as in the Prussian laws which 
expressly declare that the vice is tolerated 
but not permitted. 

It may be considered a bold assertion 
that our present mode of dealing with pros- 
titution is calculated to widely extend its 
prevalence. Historical facts are sufficient to 
prove this without further argument. Ex- 
tirpation never 
hever can be, accomplished in any commu- 
nity. Repression and restriction, as is prac- 
ticed in some communities, have been tried 
and have proven quite successful. No amount 
of imprisonment as a punishment ever yet 
reformed a prostitute or any other offender 


of society, and it never will. intercourse 
with prisoners, be it ever-So transient, has 
but confirmed women in/pvice. The tendency 


of imprisonment is directly contrary to any 
reformation, confirming previous habits -in- 
Stead of rooting them out. 

The whole force of the world’s opinion 
has been directed, not to the censure of 
actually guilty parties who ~induced_ the 
crimes, but to the poor wronged sufferer. 
She, who is too frequentlv the victim of 
falsehood and deceit, or the slave of neces- 
sity, must expiate her fault by submitting to 
indignities and annoyances. He, whose con- 
duct has made her what she is, escapes all 
censure, 

But some moralist will ask, “How would 
you have us treat such women?” 

Treat them, sir, as human beings, actuat- 
ed by the same passions as yourself—as sus- 
ceptible beings, keenly sensitive of reproach, 
as injured beings who have a demand upon 
your justice. Lead them into a path by 
which they can escape from danger, protect 
the innocent from the snares which environ 
them on every side. And when this is done, 
those 
of your own sex whose machinations have

Crossing the Cumberlands 
Via Huntsville or Chattanooga 


(From The Rome Tribune-Herald.) 

Chattanooga and Hamilton county, ac- 
cording to The Chattanooga Sunday Times, 
are stirred up over the action of the cham- 
bers of commerce of Rome and Huntsville, in 
pointing out a way from the middle west to 
the south over the Dixie plateau and Look- 
out Mountain, that insures a dependable road 
at all seasons between these sections. 

In their editorial on the subject, they 
state that: “We are aware that there have 
been sinister influences at work to turn the 
DIXIE HIGHWAY from Chattanooga,” etc. 

We regret that The Chattanooga Times 
takes such a provincial view of this impor- 
tant development. Rome has no ulterior 
purpose in this matter beyond insuring to 
the people of the middle west and Florida 
a dependable road to meet the immediate 
and future needs of tourist travel. 

As it is now, the tourist from the middle 
west who reaches Nashville cannot get to 
Chattanooga in bad weatheth, except by the 
most strenuous efforts, if he gets through 
at all. Rome realizes Chattanooga’s impor- 
tance as a place of great historic interest 
and scenic beauty, but Rome also realizes 
that the counties from Chattanooga west- 
ward to Nashville have not complied either 
with the letter or spirit of the movement 
that prompted the promotion and is con- 
structing the great Dixie highway. 

Rome has simply risen to the occasion, to 
point out to tourists a way that can now be 
traveled in entire comfort around the Cum- 
berland Mountain barrier, and whether the 
Georgia-Alabama highway is ever adopted as 
an official section of the Dixie highway or 
not, Rome will have accomplished her pur- 
pose in opening up this wonderfully beauti- 
ful and interesting section, not only to the 
passing tourists, but to the people them- 
selves through which it traverses. 

Rome was anxious that the Dixie High- 
way association should help her promote and 
build the road from Rome to Pensacola and 
New Orleans, but failed to arouse the inter- 
est of the Dixie highway officials in this im- 
portant extension. 

The result was that Rome, on its own 
initiative, started and carried through the 
movement that has resulted in the construc- 
tion of the Forrest highway, more than 450 
miles in length; that is now completed 
throughout its entire distance. 

Rome is deeply concerned in the success 
of the Dixie highway movement and has 
probably centributed more to the enthusiasm 
and effort that- made the Dixie highway 
an accomplished fact in the south than any 
other city or community on the entire route, 
north or south. 

Let Chattanooga get it out of its head 
that there are any sinister influences at 
work to divert travel from Chattanooga. 

The thing for Chattanooga to do is to fol- 
low Rome’s example, build its highway and 
forget its “grouch.”

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Report of Past Week Shows 
Plans Made to Spend Millions 


In Southern Enterprises 


Southern development enterprises report- 
ed during the past week were numerous and 
they include many requiring large invest- 
ments. Thesé range from $4,000,000 for a 
grain elevator at Baltimore to $250,000 for 
building additions to-a limestone products 
mill in West Virginia. Practically every 
phase of industrial activity is represented in 
the announcements, ali detailed in the last 
issue of The Manufacturers’ Record. 

The $4,000,000 grain elevator for Baltimore 
is to be built by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
and will have a capacity of more than 3,000,- 
000 bushels of grain. It will be of fireproof 
construction and include facilities for loading 
and unloading five ocean steamships at one 
time, unloading 20 cars at one time, etc. A 
big expenditure for improvements is that de- 
cided upon by the Norfolk and Western rail- 
way, which will invest $2,000,000 for building 
additions to shops, constructing freight sta- 
tion, buying locomotives and cars, etc., at 
Roanoke. Funds for future improvements by 
the Pine Bluff (Ark.) company will be pro- 
vided by.increasing capital to the extent of 
$800,000 for electric light and water and rail- 
way systems. A $300,000 expenditure is re- 
ported proposed by the Western Maryland 
railway for buildings, machinery, etc., to 
construct and repair steel cars at Cumber- 
land, Md. Buildings costing $140,000 will be 


a . . 
erected and machinery costing $200,000 will 


be installed at Baltimore by the Coconut 
Products Corporation of New York, the plant 
to have a daily capacity of 125 tons of copra. 
Penn Mary Steel company, Sparrows Point, 
Md., which awarded contract some days ago 
for constructing 240 additional coke ovens, 
ordered a plant to recovef benzol from these 
240 oVéns and from 120 ovens itzis now oper- 
ating. Peanut oil, peanut cake stock feed, 
etc., will be manufactured in a $200,000 plant 
which the American Peanut company of Fort 
Worth pfoposes to build. The Texas Re- 
sources Development company, Chicago, is 
considering plans for mining 30,000,000 tons 
of iron ore and for building iron furnaces 
with steel plant at Texas City. A. B. Wolvin, 
of Minneapolis, is president, and among the 
directors are John H- Kirby, of Houston, and 
H. B. Moore, of Texas City. It is understood 
that the corporation contemplates investing 
several million dollars for iron mining, iron 
and steel munufacturing, etc., to develop a 
steel industry at tidewater in Texas. 

The Manufacturers’ Record presents some 
interesting figures denoting the progress of 
the southern cotton manufacturing industry 
during the past three months. During July, 
August and September there were 98,688 
spindles and 1,396 looms announced for in- 
staHation, the investment required being 
$2,467,200. Ten enlarging mills are expend- 
ing $2,140,400 of the amount named. From 
January 1 to September 30 the installations 
332.820 spindles and 4,357 
lboms, the investment aggregating $8,320,500. 
These figures indicate that southern cotton 
manufacturers are active in continuing in- 
stallations which are enabling the south to 


consume greater portions of its cotton crop 


from year to year.

Taking the position that the present 
Georgia rates on watermelons are ex- 
cessively low and as a consequence 
this commodity does not pay its share 
of the expenses and revenues of the 
Carriers, CC. B. Kealhofer, general 
freight agent for the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic railroad, at the rate 
hearing Tuesday, asked the Georgia 
railroad commission to change the 
present rating, which is watermelons, 
per car 24,000 pounds, owner's risk, 
class P, to class K, with the same car- 
load minimum, and> to include melons 
and citrons in the classification.

ANNUAL MEETING HELD 


BY SOUTHERN RAILWAY 


Revival of Business Indicated 
by Road’s Revenues—Flood 
* Damage $1,250,000. ° 


Richmond, Va., October 10.—John 
Kerr Branch of Richmond, Adrian 
Iselin, Jr., Charles Lanier and Edmund 
D. Randolph of New York were re- 
elected as directors of the Southern 
Railway company for a term of three 
years at the annual meeting of the 
stockholders held here today. The meet- 
ing was open to the public and there 
was a large attendance of individual 
stockholders. The annual report of the 
officers was submitted and approved. 

Special discussion was given to the 
matter of the payment of dividends on 
the preferred stock, at the close of 
which resolutions approving the pol- 
icy of withholding dividends,for the 
present were pa'ssed. 

In the annual report it was stated 
that the damage to the property of the 
company occasioned by the storms of 
July was estimated at approximately 
$1,250,000, without taking into account 
loss of traffic or cost of detouring 
trains. 

Referring to the conditons under 
which the railroad was operated dur- 
ing the year, the twenty-second annual 
report submitted by President Fairfax 
Harrison says ; 

“The industrial characteristics of the 
year in the south have been revival and 
expansion. The march of progress, 
which was interrupted at the outbreak 
of the European war by the depression 
in the price of cotton, the south’s chief 
Staple, has been resumed. This fact is 
reflected in. the revenues of Southern 
Railway company. During the months 
of July, August and September, 1915, 
those revenues continued to be on the 
footing of the conditions which obtain- 
ed during the previous year, but be- 
ginning with October they swelled pro- 
gressively until they reached a volume 
greater than at any similar period in 
the history of the company. The re- 
sult was that for the entire year the 
revenues amounted to $69,997,675.24, or 
only slightly less than in the year end- 
ed June 30, 1914, which still marks the 
high record on that side of the annual 
account. On thefother ‘side of the ac- 
e™mt this year there are reflected the 
lessons of experience learned during 
the previous year of depression. Ex- 
penses were so controlled that in the 
aggregate they were acutally less than 
in the previous ‘year, to the great ad- 
vantage of the income over all charges, 
which grew to $9,245,703.58, or $2,215,- 
738.89 more than in 1913, the la'st pre- 
vious record in that reSpect. While this 
is a gratifying achievément, it must 
be noted also that ' net operating 

($21,004,005.09 rhich is the 
basis of the results sgcured this year, 
is the equivalent of return of only 
5.31 per cent on the vestment ($395,- 
722,785.06) in the railroad and equip- 
ment which produce it. It may perhaps 
be said that there ig no industry ex- 
cept a railroad in which so large a 
capital is risked for such a return in 
its most successful year.” 


MURDER INDICTMENTS

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COUNTY ROAD WORK IS 
STARTED IN EARNEST 


Roswell and Gilbert Roads Im- 
proved — Fifty Miles of 
Top-Soiling Begun. 


Considerable road work. has been 
launched by the county commission, in- 
cluding the top-soiling of perhaps fifty 
miles of roadway in the country dis- 
tricts of the county. 

Work has been begun on the-tecia- 
mation of the old Roswell road, the de- 
lapidation of which had caused it to 
be almost abandoned.

SUBMARINE U-53 
OF ORDINARY TYPE, 
OFFICERS REPORT 


Washington, October 10.—A descrip- 
tion of the German’submarine U-53 


received here today from persons who 
boarded it Saturday at Newport shows 
the submersible to be ‘of the ordinary 
type of construction, all features of 
which have been well known to Amer- 
ican naval officers for some time, and 
superior only in size and proportionate 
power to the underwater boats of the 
United States navy. 

As compared to the three 800-ton 
submarines authorized by the last con- 
gress, the U-53 possesses no distinctive 
features of modern construction. 

The German vessel has about 800 
tons displacement, which is smaller by 
300 tons than the American submarine 
Schley, now under construction. It has 
two torpedo tubes forward and two 
aft, whereas the American type is 
equipped with four tubes forward. It 
carries ten torpedoes against twelve 
carried by American submarines. 

The American L and M type boats are 
equipped with one three-inch rifle as 
compared with two of the U-53, one of 
about four inches mounted forward and 
a three-incher aft. The Schley will be 
fitted with two four-inch rifles. 

The U-53 carrie& three periscopes, as 
the American submarines do. The Gyro 
compass of the U-53 is described as in- 
ferior to those which American subma- 
rines carry. ~ 

The German vessel, manned by a crew 
of 33 men and four officers, has two 
engines of the Deisel-Nuremberg type, 
which supply 1,200 horsepower each, 
The three 800-ton Amefican submarines 
will have an equal powé@r, making a pos- 
sible speed of from 16 to 18 knots on 
the surface and about 11 knots sub- 
merged, or equal to that of the U-53. 
No American submarine in active serv- 
ice has less than 5,000 knots cruising 
— the same as that of the German 
craft.

October 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Baker county democratic 
executive committee met at Newton 
yesterday and refused to allow the 
claim of Ben Sanders, defeated candi- 
date for representative, that the nom- 
ination of Representative Kidd be de- 
cared void. Sanders claimed that votes 
were cast for him in the Hoggard's 
Mill district that were counted for 
Kidd. Kidd’s majority in the county 
was only 22 votes, and it is Sanders’ 
claim that the change of 13 votes in 
the contested district would give hima 
majority of 4. 

The executive committee reopened 
the box at Hoggard’s Mill and recounted 
the votes, but this resulted in the 
change of but one vote, still leaving 
Kidd a majority of 20. The committee 
ruled there was no evidence to substan- 
tiate a fraud. It is likely that San- 
ders will take an appeal from the rul- 
ing of the executive committee. Mean- 
time, Kidd’s name goes on the ballot 
as the party’s nominee in the Novem- 
ber election.

POLICE AND STRIKERS 
BATTLE AT BAYONNE 


Four Officers and Eight La- 
borers Wounded, Four of 
Whom May Die. 


Bayonne, N. J., October 10.—Four po- 
licemen were shot in a battle late to- 
day with striking employees of the 
Tidewater Oil company after they had 
been attacked by a mob. They re- 
turned the fire and eight of the strikers 
were wounded, four of thém ‘so seri- 
ously they may die. None of the po- 
licemen was dangerously wounded. 

The strikers, several hundred in num- 
ber, assembled near the plant of the 
company and resisted the efforts of a 
score or more of policemen to disperse 
them. Officers were under orders not 
to fire unless fired upon, but when they 
approached the mob one of its leaders 
began shooting and the battle became 
general. A volley from the policemen’s 
guns soon dispersed the strikers. 

The wounded officers were shot in 
the arm’s and legs and three of them 
continued on duty. Most of the injured 
rioters were shot in the head, and four 
of them gre not expected to live. All 
the wounded civilians were taken to 
hospitals. *

ploys about 3,000 men, closed at noon 
today, after the company’s refusal to 
grant the demands of the men for a 
wage increase ranging from 20 to 30 
per cent. The entire police force of 
Bayonne was on guard duty tonight.

FRENCH CALL “SUB” RAID 
CHALLENGE 10 AMERICA 


Neutrals Must Feel Bound to 
Act, Say Papers of 
Paris. 


Paris, October 10.—Under the head- 
ings of “Blackmail” and “Defiance,” the 
morning newspapers print in promi- 
nent positions every scrap of news OoOb- 


on the American coast, accompanied by 
plentiful comment. 

The general sentiment of the press 
is that Germany is challenging the 
United States with a conviction that 
the challenge will not be take p and 
that neutrals must see today that they 
acted unwisely in “not nipping the sub- 
marine warfare on commerce in the 
bud.” 

The newspapers express the opinion 
that the submarine campaign off the 
American coast is the last touch to a 
situation which is becoming impossi- 
ble, owing to the sinking of Scandi- 
navian and other neutral ships. They 
declare that neutrals must feel bound 
to act as the navigation of the whole 
world is affected. 

The Gaulois says “Germany is gon-

CALLED BLOCKADE 


BY BRITISH PAPER. 

- London, October 10.—The Times’ legal 
correspondent, dealing with German 
submarine activity off the American 
coast, calls it “a long-distance block- 
ade of the British Isles, which is ut- 
terly inadmissible in international 
law.” 

“It amounts in practice,”, the corre- 
spondent adds, “to a ‘pacific blockade 
of the American coa'st. A pacific block- 
ade is a form of coercion adopted in 
time of peace to bring a wrong-doing 
slate to reason. If in the present in- 
stance the United States, will tolerate 
pressure of this sort, some surprise 
will be caused international lawyers.” 

The Times editorially reviews the 
submarine activity near the American 
coast, declaring that it raises a grave 
and complicated situation between 
Germany and the United States. 

“While it is for President Wilson to 
protéct the dignity and interests of the 
American people,” ‘says The Times, “it 
is for the allies to make clear that they 
cannot and do not regard German sub- 
marine ‘frightfulness’ as coming 
within the recognized law of war.”
